BAN FRANCISCO. May 16—Fifty 
airplanes are to start from Mather 
field, Sacramento, next Friday to 
start the 1921 forest air patrol in 
California.

“I never had typhoid fever myself, 
but F am convinced that my hus­ 
bands contracted it from me. Scien­ 
tists say I can be a carrier without 
being affected. 
“As to 
my 
collecting 
insurance 
policies when ray husbands died, I 
never collected any, although I had 
Borne due me. 


“There was some talk after my 
last husband died aud that was why 
I had an inquest held then.” 
Mrs. Southard asked Chief of De­ 
tectives Arthur McDuffie what kind 
of poison 
she 
was

using. 
“Why, I understand it was the kind 
they kill weeds with,” McDuffie an­ 
swered. 
“They’ll have to prove that,” Mrs. 
Southard commented. 
Mrs. Southard refused 
to attend 
religious services in the jail yester­ 
day.

thing,” she told the jail matron. The 
matron is kept with her constantly. 
Mrs. Southard now eats and asso­ 
ciates with the other women prison­ 
ers and is given the liberty of the 
jail.

16.—Tobacco 
Is 
the least harmful of the “four social 
poisons.” tea, coffee, tobacco and al­ 
cohol. This is according to Sir James 
Cantlie, the eminent surgeon, speak­ 
ing here recently. 
“Smoke the same amount of to­ 
bacco every day,” said Sir James, 
"and the heart will become accus­ 
tomed to a certain amount. If one 
smokes less one day than another, 
he feels the effects as much as lf 
he had smoked more.” 
He said three days abstinance from 
smoking would entirely free the sys­ 
tem of nicotine. He condemned the 
cigarette.

16.—When 
Georges Carpentier and Jack Demp­ 
sey shake hands in the ring July 2 
the greatest fight in history will 
start. 
The two greatest boxers the world 
has ever produced will be facing each 
other. I regard Dempsey as head and 
shoulders above any American fighter 
either past or present. Carpentier is 
unquestionably the 
best 
the 
old 
world has ever produced. 
It will be shown in Jersey City, 
July 2, whether it is physically pos­ 
sible for the greatest of the light 
heavyweights to defeat the greatest 
of heavyweights. 
The fight also will reveal the great 
progress that boxing has made in 
the last decade. 
Jeffries, Johnson and Corbett were 
untutored beside Dempsey and Cat- 
pentier. Ndt only is the modern boxer 
better trained and better developed 
physically by modern training m eth­ 
ods, but he is richer in actual ring 
experience. 
Carpentier has been in more than 
IOO bouts while Dempsey has about 
61 to his record. 
Training methods have been revo­ 
lutionized so that the boxer not omy 
pays heed to his physical condi Ion, 
but studies his business scientifically. 
Carpentier spends hours in study. 
This “text book” period has been of 
great value to him. Dempsey is also 
a boxer of no mean scientific knowl­ 
edge and strategy. 
Corbett is the nearest approach to 
Carpentier in science but I do not 
think he ranks with Georges. 
Nature endowed Dempsey with a 
bigger body, more strength and a 
larger supply of muscles. But Car­ 
pentier was gifted with the better 
brain. 
I believe that Carpentier’s supsr- 
ior mental properties will counteract 
Dempsey’s greater brawn. 
Who will win? My answer is that 
for fifteen years I have dreamed one 
dream: 
Some day my little pupil is going 
to be champion of the world.

government pays 50,000 of its em­ 
ployes no more than $50, $60, $70, 
and $83 a month; that large num­ 
bers of the government positions at 
such rates are vacant for lack of 


I qualified applicants

jeept those rates; that the highturn- 
over in the government service, due 
to low wages, is an expense to the 
government amounting 
to millions 
of dollars; and that both men and 
women employes at these low rates 
are obliged to work at night in other 
Jobs in order to eke out a living. Of 
the 50,000 men and women in this 
lowest paid group, about 18.000 are 
in the D istrict of Columbia, 
and 


32,000 in the field. 
This testimony was given at

hearing on the Nolan minimum wage 
bill for federal employes. The bill 
provides a minimum wage of $3 a 
day, $90 a month, or $1,080 a year 
for all adult full time employes, and 
a wage of 37 Vi cents an hour for 
part time workers, such ag char­ 
women.

its schools to vote in the November 
election. Thus will be left to public 
decision a subject that has caused 
controversy since segregation in the 
high schools of Riverside was estab­ 
lished ten years ago. 
“I have always been in favor of 
co-education,” 
Dr. Crandall 
said. I 
“Riverside’s action for the past ten 
years has been a practice of segre­ 
gation that is not justified. 
Co-Education Improves Morals 
“From 
my 
observation 
I 
have 
found that the moral 
standards are 
more satisfactory with co-education 
than when the pupils are segregat­ 
ed. I place co-education as the only 
normal way of carrying on school 
work. Though I have never 
been 
connected with a segregated school, 
my observations have been that in 
schools that are conducted in that 
manner the moral standard is below 
that in a school where co-education 
is employed. 
“It is working against normal con­ 
ditions when the boy and girl is 
separated in school life. There is a 
wholesome rivalry and competition 
which develops in study and better 
scholarships in the mixed classes. A 
large 
proportion of 
boys 
in 
the 
segregated schools show’ effects of 
a certain light attitude toward girls 
which is not found in such a large 
number of co-educational schools.“ 
Segregated During School Hours 
Dr. Crandall stated that the segre-1 
gation is for school hours only, and 
immediately upon the dismissal of 
school the boys and girls can meet. 
Another interesting angle of River­ 
side’s segregation is that in 
the 
Junior college there are between 30 
and 40 girls who attend school in 
the boys’ high school. 
Miss Eudora Allen, principal of 
the interm ediate school in San Ber­ 
nardino, stated 
that 
no occasions 
where, because of certain studies, it 
has been necessary to segregate the 
boys’ 
and 
girls’ classes, she has 
found the results were not nearly so 
satisfactory 
as when 
the classes 
were mixed. 
Doubt has been expressed of the 
Riverside citizens voting in favor of 
co-education in the November elec­ 
tion, as greater school facilities will 
be required which will make a bond 
issue imperative. 
W. H, Wheelock, Riverside super­ 
intendent of schools, who was re­ 
sponsible for the segregation 
ten 
years ago, is still strongly In favor 
of the idea.
